since Aug. 23, 1927—Nicola Sacco 
and Batholomeo Vanzetti. 

Not since the trial, and the ex- 
ecution of those two men in the 
state of Massachusetts, has there 
been such a trial until the Rosen- 
bergs came along with their crime 
to blacken the name of loyalty 
and to darken the skies with 
enemy threat of atomic death 
made earlier possible by their 
treason. 

There was much about the 
cases which were similar—but 
there was, and is, much that 1s 
dissimilar. They are alike in 
that Sacco and Vanzetti were 
radical (some said anarchists), 
and Ethel and Julius Rosenberg 
were Communists—the present- 
day bogey, as anarchists were in 
the 20’s. There is a kinship, too, 
in that the Rosenberg case 
aroused many, who hate com- 
munism, to request clemency in 
the name of justice and human- 
ity. Sacco and Vanzetti attract- 
ed to their side many of great 
conservatism who were con- 
vinced the state of Massachu- 
setts was, in effect, legally lynch- 
ing two innocent men. 


Short Shrift 


But, really, 
were given short shrift in com- 
parison. In the first place, they 
were tied in too closely with 
their crimes by the black ropes 
of bloody guilt. Secondly, they 
had been caught in a time of 
great international emotion and 
fear of sudden, consuming death. 
They had handed over to the 
enemy certain details of atomic 
weapons which made it easier 
to bring them into being and to 
hang them, like a great, grow- 
ing tornado, dark and terrible, in 
the international skies. 

Six years intervened between 
the conviction and death of 
Sacco and Vanzetti, as against 
but a little more than two for 
the Rosenbergs. At the basis of 
both cases was a ‘‘Red”’ scare. 
But, the two in Massachusetts 
were charged merely with mur- 
der, and today we would not 
fear the Reds so much if they 
could not come bearing atomic 
bombs. ; 

And for Sacco and Vanczetti 
great and prominent jurists 
arose to fight, as did leaders of 
education, the church, and the 
professions. The quiet, «hy poet- 
ess, Edna St. Vincent Millay 
wrote a bitter accusing poem: 
“Justice Denied in Massachu- 
setts.’’ 

It began as routine crime. On 
April 15, 1920, in broad daylight 
in Braintree, Mass., the pay 
master and guard of a shoe 
factory payroll were killed and 
the money stolen by two who 
‘escaped with accomplices. 


Conviction 

On May 5, 1920, Sacco and 
Vanzetti, both armed with pis- 
tols, were arrested on a street 
car. They were convicted on 
evidence which, while convinc- 
ing, was disputed by other evi- 
dence strong enough to cause 
many to believe that, had the 
two men not been admitted 
radicals, anarchists (who _ be- 
lieve there should be no organ- 
ized government) they would 
not have been convicted. Both 
men denied guilt to the end. 
The world, especially all organ- 
ized labor, was aroused. The 
conduct of the presiding judge 
(Thayer) was criticized by an 
investigating 
appointed by the governor for 
“a grave breach of judicial 
cecorum, for expressing person- 
al opinions outside the court- 
reom.”’ But the conviction was 
upheld. 

There followed riots in the 
larger cities of the East, in Eu- 
rope and South America. There 
were threats against the Presi- 
dent (Coolidge) and his guard 
was increased. 

Vanzetti forgave his enemies 
in the chair. Sacco was sullen 
and bitter, crying out in Ital- 
ian, ‘‘Long live anarchy!”’ 

Most of the evidence pointed 
to their guilt’ They died martyrs 
because of Judge Thayer’s arro- 
gant handling of the case. We 
will, when we grow calmer, 
thank Justice Douglas for his 
thoroughness which _ stripped 
from the Rosenbergs the last real 
chance at martyrdom.

Upsets Truce 


The modern Jeremiah finds no trou- 
ble echoing the lament of the prophet 
of old: “Peace, peace, when there is 
no peace.” 

For weeks an anxious world sees 
thin strands of hope being spun into 
what looks like a strong rope. The 
plan for an armistice in Korea seems 
to be working out. Then of a sudden 
the strands part and this morning the 
chance for peace hangs by a slim thread. 

All because the stubborn, unreason- 
able, impatient leader of the South Ko- 
reans cannot wait.to work through 
channels. Surely, by now even Syng- 
man Rhee’s best friends could tell him 
that he has upset the apple cart. 

Hard enough to handle with their 
weapon—the big lie, the Reds come to 
the negotiations table with the accusing 
question: How can you enforce your 
own plan for an armistice when even 
now you cannot control the South Ko- 
reans? How can you maintain a truce 
when you cannot keep an ally in line 
before the truce is signed? 

As of now we find difficulty in an- 
swering the charge. And the Reds go 
on to insist that the 26,000 anti-Com- 
munist prisoners released by the ROKs 
be rounded up and returned. 

But has Rhee seen the error of his 
recent ways? Evidently not, for he has 
come along with the demand that we 
free the some 9,000 anti-Communist 
prisoners we still hold. He would not 
wait until, and if, the proposed repatria- 
tion plan gets a chance to prove its 
worth. 

Rhee may have done inestimable 
damage ’to the cause of United Korea. 
While from the start some Americans 
have insisted that we pull out of the 
peninsula and leave it to its fate, others 
of us have defended intervention as 
a curb to aggression. The immediate 
objective has been to hold the Red tide 
to North Korea, then in the realm of 
discussion to work out the salvation of 
freedom for the entire land. 

Rhee’s course of action strengthens 
the arguments of the isolationists. He 
must be disciplined if Korea is to be 
saved. He must be made to see that in 
this world crisis patiemce is of the 
essence. A great many Americans must 
be made to see the same thing. 

For there is still hope. The Com- 
munists initiated the renewal of the 
truce talks. In our opinion they still 
want to see an end to the fighting in 
Korea. If they want that badly enough, 
the present almost impossible snarl will 
be ironed out. 

Meanwhile, in the closing lines of 
an old war song: 


“Many are the hearts that are weary to- 
night, 
Waiting for the war to cease. | 
Many are the hearts longing for the right 
To. see the dawn of peace.”

Case for Fluoride 


Is a Strong One 


We have kept an open mind on the 
subject of fluoridation of public water 
supplies until available facts could be 
earefully weighed. Having considered 
‘these facts, we must conclude that the 
‘overwhelming weight of evidence is on 
‘the side of fluoridation as a means of 
‘preventing tooth decay in children. 

We say this, too, with the backing 
-.of the American Dental Association, 
‘the American Medical Association, the 
‘Georgia Dental Association and Medi- 
‘cal Society, Fulton County medical and 
-dental groups and hundreds of others. 
| Georgia’s Northern District Dental 
Society has laid the case before At- 
‘lanta’s Board of Health in a highly in- 
‘telligent manner. The points made 
“were these: 

1. Every evidence over a period of 
‘More than 40 years demonstrates the 
‘complete safety of fluoridation. There 
sare 753 communities with 14,000,000 
‘zesidents using fluoridated water, in- 
‘eluding Baltimore, Washington, Mil- 
A4yaukee, Cincinnati and seven Georgia 
Zities. Athens was the pioneer in our 
State. 
= 2. Atlanta has, in fact and unfortu- 
‘nately, become a huge guinea pig 
sagainst which those communities that 
‘are fluoridating water measure the 
tremarkable ettectiveness of fluoridation 
tin their own communities. 

“= 3. The initial and annual costs are 
‘modest. Milwaukee, with 732,000 peo- 
‘ple, installed its equipment for $11,000. 
sDeKalb County has been fluoridating 
tits water since April, 1951, at a cost of 
cents a person per year. 
. 4. The society agrees with the presi- 
ifent of the American Dental Associa- 
‘tion, who said, “The support of fluori- 
*dation by dental, medical and public 
health agencies is so strong that there 
is scarcely any alternative but to char- 


acterize opponents as either misguided 
or self-seeking.”’ 

Most arguments against fluoridation 
are of the scare type that have been 
effectively disproved. Charges that 
placing ‘“‘chemicals” in water will poi- 
son the. people lose their effect when 
we consider that chlorine has been used 
in water for these many years with no 
worse effects than the eradication of 
typhoid fever and many other commu- 
nicable diseases. , 

Chlorine, and as far as that goes, 
common table salt or sodium chloride, 
are poisonous chemicals if used in 
sufficient quantities. Used in proper 
amounts they are beneficial. 

Fluorides in the water can be shown 
to reduce tooth decay by about two- 
thirds in children up to 12 years of 
age. The cost of an average filling 
would pay for enough fluoride for one 
person for about 30 years. So the econ- 
omy argument won’t hold water. 

In light of the facts and the over- 
whelming opinion of physicians and 
dentists, we see no reason for further 
delay in fluoridation of Atlanta’s sup- 
ply. We ask those who are in sincere 
opposition to examine themselves to see 
whether they have been the victim of 
‘scare’ propaganda.

Georgia Tax Collections 
Reflect State Progress 


The Bureau of the Census reveals 
that Georgia leads the nation in the last 
decade in the percentage increase in 
state tax collections. Georgians contrib- 
uted 288 per cent more for the upkeep 
of its state government and its institu- 
tions in 1952 than they did in 1942. 

There are several reasons for this. 
In the first place, our per capita income 
has grown in almost the same percent- 
age. This ability to pay more taxes re- 
flects the vast economic changes that 
have occurred in the state. 

In the second place, Georgia’s tax 
structure was the most antiquated in 
the nation until revision during the 
past few years. It could not possibly 
produce the revenue necessary to carry 
on essential services. With adoption of 
the sales tax and elimination of the 
many taxes that “just growed,’ we met 
a real situation realistically. 

The percentage increase in tax pay- 
ments does not mean that Georgians are 
paying more taxes per capita than resi- 
dents of other states nor that we are 
paying a greater percentage of our total 
income for state services. In fact, we 
are about in the middle of all states in 
this respect. 

It does mean that Georgians are 
now better able to meet their financial 
obligations in carrying on the services 
they demanded and needed.

Falling Farm Prices 
Challenge Management 


As we have reported, the national 
average decline in farm income during 
the first four months of 1953 was only 
3.1 per cent, while Georgia farm re- 
turns are off 23.6 per cent. This drop 
was fourth largest in the nation and 
the largest in the Southeast, with South 
Carolina’s 16.8 per cent being runner~-up. 

Mississippi and Florida registered 
gains in income, but the average for 
the entire Southeast was a loss of 7.1 
per cent. 

Georgia's heavy losses may be at- 
tributed in part to last year’s drought, 
effects of which are still being felt. 
Price declines are not the whole story. 
Volume of sales accounts for gart of it. 

Actually, the greatest drop was. in 
the first- two months, when returns to 
Georgia farmers dropped 27 per cent. 
There has been some _ strengthening 
since then, but. there is no reason for 
optimism for the rest of the year. The 
picture is one that requires the farmer 
to use his best judgment. He must be 
conservative for the months ahead. 

We are in for a period of uncertainty 
and readjustment in agriculture. It 
behooves farmers to sharpen their man- 
agement practices all along the line.

General Washington did grant a reprieve 
at the last minute on the day the execution 
was first ordered. Then he postponed it 
only until a hearing could be granted to a 
British major general and two civilian 

lawyers who came by 
permission across from 
enemy lines to argue 
that Andre had entered 
the Continental lines 
under a flag of truce 
and hence was not de- 
serving of the death 
penalty. 

General Washington 
read the report of the 
conference and decided 
that nothing new had 

x been adduced. General 
Greene, who conducted the conversations 
in behalf of General Washington, had of- 
fered to exchange Major Andre for Bene- 
dict Arnold but the British commander 
scorned the offer. A few hours later 
General Washington again ordered the exe- 
cution and disregarded a letter from Andre 
himself that he be permitted to die like 
a soldier from the bullets of a firing squad 
instead of on the gallows. Washington took 
the position that under military law all 
spies had to hang and that it was important 
to let all potential spies know that such a 
fate would await them. 


Oddly enough there was a general sym- 
pathy with Major Andre throughout the 
Continental camps because of his forth- 
rightness when captured. He freely ad- 
mitted that he did not come under a flag 
of truce, as the British commander had 
tried to argue. 


There is a significant contrast, too, be- 
tween the way the Andre case was handled 
and the reports that have been coming in 
from East Germany about the execution by 
the Communists of alleged ‘‘Western 
agents’’ who were promptly put:to death 
last week without even so much as a hear- 
ing or a trial or a chance to present 
evidence. 


This is something the demonstrators for 
the Rosenbergs might note. For the United 
States did give the two spies many months 
for a trial and appeals and pleas and at the 
Jast moment the highest court in the land 
sat in special session to hear certain legal 
aspects of the case.

As appeals in the 

Rosenberg case piled on 

appeals, and piled again 

to form a legalistic 

labyrinth that has had 

no counterpart in this 

country since the Sacco-Vanzetti case, Kauf- 

man became a target of abuse and spe- 
cial pleading beyond compare. 


Judge Kaufman is a sensitive man and 
a good father. It was like a whip across 
bis face that day in Federal Court when 
Emanuel Bloch, the Rosenberg lawyer, 
dropped what had been the monotone of 
his recapitulation of his charges against 
certain government witnesses, and cried 
out passionately: 


“You have in your hands the fate of 
two human beings, your honor. ... You 
should have witnessed the scenes with the 
children. The Rosenbergs are soft, sweet, 
tender people whose hearts are no differ- 
ent from yours or mine. . . . What is it 
that causes them to say ‘we are inno- 
cent’? Why don’t they take the easy way 
out and confess if they are guilty? What 
stops them?’’ 

Judge Kaufman thought that over for a 
time before he replied. 

“I;have pondered that over and over,” 
he said quietly. 

“Once the current passes through the 
bodies of the Rosenbergs nobody can ever 
right the wrongs done to them, their chil- 
dren and American justice,’”’ Bloch went on. 

‘‘God!—your honor—you have a heart. 
These are parents! They love their chil- 
dren as you love yours. Please think! 
Please consult with your conscience! 

“Your honor, you will never be able to 
look in a mirror again, or at your children!”’ 

That was the whip. ° 

“If I felt that way for an instant,’’ the 
judge said evenly, “‘I’d change.”’ 

“This court,’’ Judge Kaufman said in 
written answer to that particular appeal 
of Bloch, “‘has no doubt but that if the 
Rosenbergs were ever to attain their free- 
dom they would continue in their deep- 


‘seated devotion and allegiance to Soviet 


Russia, a devotion which has caused them 
to choose martyrdom and keep their lips 
sealed.”’ 

And he concluded his document with 
the quote from George Eliot. 

An American returning from abroad is 
struck by the difference in outlook on the 
Rosenberg case. People I spoke to in Lon- 
don, Rome and Paris seemed thoroughly 
convinced that something was wrong with 
the government’s case, and always for the 
same reason: “If they are guilty they 
should have been killed when sentenced... 
why has it dragged out so long?’’ 

Astonishingly, not many people through 
the world can comprehend the infinite 
patience and immeasurable fairness of 
American justice.

The New Testament is available now, 
recorded in the beautiful language of the 
authorized King James version. It is com- 
plete and unabridged, all 27 books, 260 chap- 
ters, 7,957 verses and 180,751 words. Not 
even a single ‘‘begat’’ is omitted. It is on 
24 records and has a total listening time 
of 24 hours. The records are so marked 
one can quickly find whatever part he 
wants to hear. 


Twenty-four records sounds bulky and 
large, but these are special discs weighing 
less than one-half ounce each. They are 
in a beautiful leather folder, in size and 
appearance like a regular Bible. If the 
complete New Testament were to be re- 
corded on ordinary phonograph records, a 
stack of records at least two feet high 
would be required.

But the GS-11 was a veteran 
and there was a non-veteran hold- 
ing a GS-9 job in the auditing of- 
fice for the same food program, 
so the GS-1l bumped the GS-9 
and took the auditing job at a 
salary of from $5,080 to $5,610.

Now, however, the latest nu- 
trition research shows the de- 
sirability of leaving some fat 
in the low-calorie diet—normal 
amounts of butter, whole milk 
and a little meat fat. To curb 
calories, almost all sugars and 
starches are deleted. And 
here’s one secret of this normal 
fat diet. By cutting out the hot 
breads, biscuits, and other car- 
riers for butter, table fats are 
automatically restricted. You’re 
not likely to eat excess butter 
without something to spread it 
on.
